JUGOSLAVIA. 

Acting, since July 4 and the raising of the flag 
of Jugoslavia in Washington, as its envoy, Serbian 
Minister Michailovitch bids us remember that 
“the collapse of Austria-Hungary, which has be- 
gun, will bring to Germany either her defeat or 
her victory,”’ according as the allies treat the new 
free states of the dual monarchy. 

Of these, Jugoslavia is most vital to the war. 
It stretches from Laibach to Monastir, taking in 
all the Adriatic coast between Italy Unredeemed 
and Albania; for Austria and Hungary proper 
are as truly inland as Bohemia. It includes 
Serbia, Montenegro, Dalmatia, Bosnia and Herze-| 
govina, Croatia and the Slovene country. 

“Divide and conquer!” is Austrias Southern 
Slav policy. The Croats are Catholic, the Serbs 
Greek Church. ‘Vienna has petted the Slovenes 
in the north, encouraging them to settle in Ital- 
ian towns like Trieste, while cruelly tyrannizing 
over their blood brothers in the south where they 
are the majority. The Mohammedan Serb mag- 
nates whose ancestors gained wealth by apostasy 
to the Turk are favored by the “Christian” court 
against the Christian Serbs who held their faith. 

So great is the repute of the Croats for fidelity 
that in all the East they have been employed as 
kavasses or guards in banks, legations and great 
houses. Under Jellachich they helped put down 
the Hungarians in 1849, and there is no love lost 
since. They have need now for their fidelity 
as the link between the Serbs and the Slovenes in 
the new nation whose existence the allies recog- 
nize and whose right to unity in freedom is 
strongly asserted on both sides of the Atlantic.

Capt. W. H. Stayton, late of the United States 
Navy, speaking Tuesday at the City Club, con- 
demned misleading newspaper headlines about 
the war. He read samples of such headlines which 
have appeared recentiy in a St. Louis morning 
paper.

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REMINISCENCES OF THE KAISER’S AMERICAN 


BARBER. 
By SHARPE SHEARS, O. R. E 
(Exclusive in This Field.) 


(Continued from yesterday.) 
T was the expectation of the military party in 
Germany that the moment the country found it- 


self at war the people would hail the militarists 


as the saviors of the Fatherland for having made 
everything ready. Nor was this expectation to any 
great extent disappointed. The people did turn to 
the militarists, and the Junkers who came to my shop 
were jubilant. 

‘*‘We have only to win the war now to make good 
for a hundred years!’* Von Falkenhayn exclaimed in 
my shop one morning, when he and other members 
of the General Staff were slapping one another on the 
back and otherwise jubilating over the turn things 
had taken. The German is by nature playful. The 
cruelest man in the world, he is still almost child- 
like in his playfulness. The Kaiser is no exception. 
After the Germans had smashed their way through 
Belgium and were once more on the high road to 
Paris, the Kaiser expressed his glee when I went out 
to Potsdam by vaulting entirely over the barber 
chair before he sat down to be shaved, a feat of 
which only a trained German soldier would be capable 
at his age. 

‘*Shears, we are just knocking the stuffing out 
of them!’’ he exclaimed. ‘‘We shall be in Paris 
within two days, and I am going to také you down 
there and establish you in the swellest barber shop 
in town!’’ 

I thanked him, though I was not so sure as he 
was that I would get the shop. However, I said 
nothing about having any such doubts. The Kaiser 
is always permitted to believe what he will, however 
indisposed those about him are to agree. Thus, the 


Kaiser thinks the Crown Prince is a crackerjack - 


military leader. Nobody else thinks so, unless it is 
the Crown Prince; but that young peacock hasan 
army, and no one dares assert that he is not com- 
petent to lead it. The Germans would all see their 
country lose the war before they would do that. 
Their philosophy is that if it isn’t that kind of a 
country, what is the use having a country? Germany 
is a] place in which the autocratic pyramid is perfect. 
The Kaiser sits at the top. Immediately beneath him 
are the Junkers who sustain him and are in turn 
sustained by the army below. At the base are the 
people, who bear the whole load. The disintegra- 
tion of such a pyramid never begins at the top. 
It is only when the base moves that the structure 
falls. The faults of the top are no more than the 
faults of those who sustain it; and so on down to 
the people. who have their faults also. Thus, an 
autocracy makes a very good pyramid, no part of 
which lively to stort anything. The German 
pyramid when I was there was more substantial 
than the celebrated pyramid of Cheops. 

When the Germans were hurled back from the 
Marne River I would have given a pretty to have 
asked the Kaiser about the barber shop I was to have 
in Paris; but that was of course out of the question. 
The Kaiser himself seemed to have forgotten it ut- 
terly. He was off on another of those rosy illusions 
which have sustained him throughout the war, and 
talked cheerfully of what the Germans were going 
to do to everybody who got in their way. 

He could not, however, Aisguise his irritation with

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what the world was saying about the invasion of Bel- 
gium. 

‘*Even Roosevelt is hopping on me,’’ he said. 
‘*All’s fair in love and war, but because I happen to 
be the top dog everybody is taking a shot at me, 
Shears, you will find nothing truer of life than this, 
that the top dog is always without friends. He has 
to fight always with the gallery against him, and the 
harder he bites the more friends he makes for the 
under dog. You mark my word: I am going to win 
this war, but when it is over I won’t have a friend on 
earth. It is just as well I am a hell of a big dog.’’ 

The plot to spend some money in America for Ger- 
man propaganda was hatched in my barber shop. I 
kept a number of American publications on view 
there, and the Junkers very soon made out that public 
opinion in America was against them. They at once 
said their propaganda was needed among us, and ex- 
pressed the opinion that it would be possible to buy 
our good will. 

‘‘An American cares only for money,’’ one of the 
Junkers said. ‘‘He will sell amything, and if his good 
opinion is worth anything to us we must buy it.’’ 

They evidently talked to the Kalser about it, for, 
the next day he said to me: 

‘*‘Shears, what do you think of spending some 
money for German propaganda in your country?’’ 

I was franker with the Kaiser that day than I had 
ever been. I told him that while there were doubtless 
many people in America who would be glad to get his 
money, they would not in my opinion be able to do 
anything for him. I then explained to him carefully 
what the American attitudé toward money really is. 
That is, while everybody likes it and will go to great 
lengths to get it, it still has nothing to do with public 
opinion, which springs from sources the purest and 
most undefiled in the world. I ventured to tell him 
that if America thought he had been wrong about the 
invasion of Belgium it might serve him as a guide in 
the future conduct of the war; for I could conceive of 
no fairer way in which to have the conflict judged 
than to have people from all the gations retire to some 
distant spot and judge it, which was exactly what had 
occurred in America. 

He was a little peeved at that, and I easily guessed- 
he did not intend taking my advice. However, before 
I finished shaving him, I asked him if he had ever 
heard the story about the man who bought the Wool- 
worth Building. He said he had not. I then told him 
about the man who met a stranger on the streets of 
New York and paid him $500 for the Woolworth 
Building, which the stranger assured him he owned 
and had grown tired of climbing around in after the 
rents. 

‘*That's a good oné! Of course, the stranger didn't 
own the building at all,"’ the Kaiser exclaimed. 

I said nothing, but after a little he saw why I had 
told him that story. He at once reached for his coat 
and cap; but the Kaiser has a very strong sense of 
humor, and he saved the situation as he went out by 
saying: 

‘*You pulled the Weetwerta over my eyes that 
ime, all right.’’
